Hotel Association 


President Outlines 


Situation in Village 
James Mann, president of the 
Palm Springs Hotel and Apart­ 
ment house association, said yes­ 
terday that f e a r s that rent 
would zoom here as result of 
last week's rent decontrol action, 
were groundless. 
Mann's statement came on the 
heels of announcement that con­ 
trols had been lifted in the en­ 
tire county with the exception of 
Riverside city'. 
"Since the war we have been 
operating some of our hotels and 
apartments at rates much lower 
than the average, both here and 
in other cities,” Mann said. “The 
lifting of these controls will 
make it possible for several of 
our members to raise their rates 
to the average of the majority. 
"NONE OF OUR MEMBERS, a 
majority' of which were never 
controlled, intends to raise prices 
over last year's, and if anything, 
they wilj be less.” he concluded. 
It is thought by members of 
the Real Estate board that de­ 
control will not make any dif­ 
ference to the average renter in 
Palm Springs since an automatic 
“leveling off" is anticipated and 
the fact that most people know 
what, they can afford to pay and 
w’ill not go beyond that point 
makes rentals more or less 
standard, according to most ob­ 
servers. 
ANOTHER FACTOR in the sub­ 
ject is the fact that the rent con­ 
trol was lifted by the housing di­ 
rector, Tighe E. Woods, directly 
which method still allows for re­ 
turn of control at any time in the 
event of abuse. In other words, 
landlords are placed “on their 
good behavior” in the m atter of 
setting up rental schedules and 
in any area where abuse of this 
causes hardship on tenants the 
area is subject to control once 
more. 
Phil Delano Is the Palm 
Springs representative on the 
Riverside County’ Rent Advisory 
board w'hich recently made sur­ 
veys in Corona, Beaumont and 
Banning, and the board had 
made recommendations of de­ 
control in these cities with Palm 
Springs and Indio currently un­ 
der study at the time the sur­ 
prise cessation of control was ad­ 
ministered directly from W ash­ 
ington.

HARDEST WORKING MAN we’ve seen around Palm 
Springs recently is Vincent Marco who is personally su­ 
pervising so many improvements at the Tennis Club that 
you’ll never know’ the place.

During his long residence in 
the Village, Mike Flavin was liked and respected by those 
of the real estate profession. He had a host of friends. 
With his wife, Barbara, two daughters and two sons, Mr. 
Flavin had a full and happy life despite his handicap of 
poor health. 
Baillie, who was 90 at the time of his death, was a fa­ 
miliar personality about town. An ardent golfer, he is 
credited with advancing the national pastime of his native 
Scotland to such an extent that he was term ed “the 
father of golf in the Pacific northwest." During his early 
years he had been a banker in Scotland and England, 
later moving to Tacoma where he m aintained a home 
until his death. His Palm Springs home, on Panorama 
drive, was for his winter residence and he m ade it a daily 
habit to walk down to the Village to the post office and 
"pass the time of day" with his close friends the Reed 
Hubhells. Through his charitable nature he had acquired 
an extremely large circle of friends scattered all over the 
world. All who knew the lovable Scot will miss the cheer­ 
ful personality of a truly great man.

FHA Harbors Peculiar Notions on Resorts 


Laff of the Week 


According to the Federal Housing 
Authority, Palm Springs is a resort com­ 
munity but Las Vegas is not. The FHA 
doesn’t make loans in resort communi­ 
ties; doesn’t make them in Palm Springs 
for that reason. A new bungalow hotel 
and casino is being built at Las Vegas 
called The Desert Inn. The bungalows 
are being financed by FHA (608) loans, 
we understand. Isn't Las Vegas as much 
of a resort community as Palm Springs? 
The FHA doesn’t think so. 


The unavailability of FHA loans here 
in Palm Springs has forced all builders 
to depend on private financing or bank 
loans. Construction loans are not easy 
to get. It is this handicap that has held 
back building here. It is probably safe 
to say that the FHA has made loans in 
many localities that are not as well 
established as Palm Springs. But the 
ruling holds; this is a resort community. 
When will we outgrow the catagory? We 
wonder. 


Economy O.K. for Others 
Be a Good Listener 


Congratulations to the Santa Ana 
Chamber of Commerce. Here is one 
group that favors economy in govern­ 
ment and is consistent. Recently the fed­ 
eral government decided to reduce some 
of its military personnel at the Santa 
Ana base. In such cases the community 
so effected usually builds a fire under 
their federal representatives to fight such 
action. Not so at Santa Ana. Instead, the 
chamber of commerce there sent a mes­ 
sage to the federal government to the 
effect that, while the move would hurt 
their community, it was never-the-less 
supported by the chamber of commerce 
which was a strong advocate of gov­ 
ernmental economy. 
How often we witness people com­ 
plaining against extravagance and waste 
in government—and then fighting any 
effort on the part of the government to 
curtail expenses that effect THEM. Al­ 
most every place the government spends 
money creates some local prosperity. But 
we all should realize that such spending, 
unless wisely done, is an unnecessary 
burden on ALL taxpayers. The Santa Ana 
Chamber of Commerce has shown the 
way to other groups! has made a valu­ 
able contribution toward economy in 
government in the position it has taken.

Many of our visitors are 
highly successful business people. Some 
are even successful community builders. 
Most of them see how things could be 
vastly improved in Palm Springs.

Griping Tourists Rob Selves 


O f Much Traveling Pleasure 


Writes Villager from England 


The w ays of tourists here 
and abroad irk Tony Burke, 
w ell know n V illager now In 
E ngland on v acation 
In a n interesting letter on 
his trav els and observations, 
he tells how to enjoy a trip 
in a foreign lan d and describes 
th e country-side and its doings. 
His letter from Elwell, Sur­ 
rey, E ngland, follows: 


Editor, The Sun: 
After three Weeks in this beau­ 
tifu l corner of old England d u r­ 
ing w eath er th a t h as been on 
its best behavior for natives and 
visitors alike, I cannot feel su r­ 
prised at 
my im patience with 
overseas tourists who com plain 
of som e real or im agined ill- 
treatm en t a t th eir London hotel 
or restau ran t. They are prone 
to conclude from th is th a t all 
E ngland and its people are in ­ 
hospitable or ingracious; 
that 
it’s 
a 
cold 
grey 
country not 
w orth th e trip across the w ater 
and w ind up w ith a “boy, w hat 
I don’t tell the folks back home,” 
etc. If they w ant everything like 
it is a t h o r n e, w hy do they 
trav el? These unhappy charac­ 
ters are sim ilar to those we all 
have e n c o u n t e r e d in Palm 
Springs, 
who. 
having 
w alked 
along Palm Canyon drive on a 
w eek-end, have left 
w ith the 
im pression th a t our Village is 
nothing like w h at the cham ber 
of com m erce prom ised in its ads., 
m issing th e real Palm Springs 
th a t we are all so proud of. So 
often here, it is th e visitor w ith 
the m ost to spend who beefs the 
m o s t too, 
not realizing th at 
m oney h as little to do w ith e n ­ 
joying th e real England that is 
outside of London. Like New 
York, Paris or any other capital 
city, London is expensive and 
if one dem ands the luxuries of 
good A m erican living in any of 
them , th ey are obtainable a t a 
price. 
One m ust m ake up one's m ind 
th a t th e happiest w ay to travel 
is to m ix an d live w ith the n a ­ 
tives, eat their kind of chow and 
try to play th eir kind of way. 
More com m on courtesy and com ­ 
mon sense is called for, instead 
of narrow provincialism . This a t­ 
titude is far more necessary now 
th an 
ever 
before 
in 
Europe, 
w here th e scars of two world 
w ars an d a still uneasy peace 
show not only in blitzed streets, 
but on th e faces and in the worn 
and shabby clothes of a once 
w ell-dressed and w ell-fed people. 
It’s tru e th a t I am more for­ 
tu n ate th a n the average visitor 
here, in th a t I know the coun­ 
tryside a hit and can adapt m y­ 
self to life a m o n g these folk 
w ith little noticeable change. On 
the other hand, if I were to visit 
Mexico I w ould attem pt to fall 
in w ith th eir mode of living and 
eatin g in order to enjoy the visit 
to the utm ost. I go so far as to 
th in k it rude to do otherw ise and 
I know for certain th at people of 
all countries are very quick to 
respond graciously to politeness. 
Let's get back to the country­ 
side, the beauty of w hich has 
m o v e d such as Shakespeare, 
T e n n y s o n , 
Coleridge, 
Wards- 
w orth. K eats, M ilton and Eliza­ 
beth B arrett G row ning to leave 
us im m ortal gem s 
of poetry, 
are the N orth and South Downs 
(hills) w ith the W eald (valley I 
betw een, an d they m ake the best 
w alking country in England. No­ 
w here else is there such a m ul­ 
titu d e of footpaths, nor a variety 
of scenery w ith a w e a l t h of 
b eautiful w oodland and breath­ 
tak in g view s. You m ay stroll for 
ten or m ore m iles through a lush 
fairyland w ithout ever being on 
a road, m arveling in such m ag ­ 
nificent solitude w ithin 30 miles 
of London. I am told th at in and 
around A lbury there is a greater 
variety of trees th a n anyw here 
else in E ngland. 
B i r c h and 
beech, firs and oaks, elm s and 
sycam ores predom inating. Some 
of the h ill slopes are w ild and 


untam ed, w ith m any patches of 
open m oorland and dow n in the 
hollows run b r o o k s between 
reed-covered banks. 
In 
either 
hiking 
or 
riding, 
one’s horse across such country, 
m any hedges and gates are en ­ 
countered, for m ost of th e crops 
are grown or livestock loose, one 
h as m erely to respect th e farm er 
by closing his gate in order to 
cross his land any tim e. I have 
not yet seen a No Tresspassing 
sign. A few m iles fu rth er south 
fox-hunting w ill be in full swing 
in the fall and w ith th e harvest 
a ll in the farm ers lose nothing 
by perm itting the horses and 
hounds free use of th eir fields 
and hedges. It m ust be rem em ­ 
bered too th a t the fox is the 
pest of the farm ow ner here, 
w here w ith th e greatest cunning 
he raids for young livestock like 
th e coyotes out west. 
M ost riders learn from child­ 
hood to jum p, so the horses too 
are trained to leap all obstacles 
up to 3 feet or so, be they hedge 
or w all. It is a ll in the day’s 
ride to cross a field along its 
edge and jum p a ditch or hedge 
of bram ble bushes. T his kind of 
riding w ould be dangerous of 
course, in a w estern saddle with 
its high pom m el or “horn” on 
the front end and cantle in the 
rear, so th e “fla t” or English 
saddle is the only kind one uses 
for th is country. At a recent 
horse show. I saw only one side­ 
saddle used by a long-skirted 
lady, all the others jum ped and 
rode in JodhPurs. One grievance 
all riders have a g ain st the So­ 
cialist governm ent is th a t no a l­ 
low ance has been m ade for feed­ 
ing horses other th an the draft, 
farm or racing horse. Owners 
cannot get rationed oats or other 
suitable grain for their valuable 
m ounts unless they buy it il­ 
legally, th u s creating a black 
m arket at high prices. In the 
sum m er this is not too serious 
as th e pastures are lush and 
green but it is hard on the a n i­ 
m als in the colder m onths. 
I’m enjoying th e riding here 
probably 
more th an 
anything 
else and w ish I could invite mv 
friends in the Desert Riders and 
H orsem en's association along for 
a canter over the tu rf of Epsom 
Downs, along th e w inding grass- 
grow n lanes to A shstead and 
W alton 
C o m m o n w here we 
w ould dism ount for a beer a t the 
A binger 
Hatch 
Inn 
n ear 
the 
ruined church. They w ould be 
entranced at the greenness of it 
Here in this country of Surrey 
all, the cool shade of th e trees 
w ith 
the 
sun 
casting 
silvery 
shafte through their branches. 
W ild flowers are still abundant, 
though not as num erous as in 
the spring m o n t h s , and one 
w ould be either blind or in sen ­

Viewed in broad perspective, 
the m ajor economic problem of 
C alifornia is not unlike th a t of 
E ngland and som e of the conti­ 
n e n tal European countries. Its 
level of prosperity m ust depend 
upon its capacity to m aintain a 
balance betw een inflow ing and 
outflow ing goods and sendees 
and dollars. 
A lot of dollars m ust go out 
for Federal taxes, for interest 
and dividends on the g reat in ­ 
vestm ents m ade here by other 
p arts of the nation, and for the 
purchase 
of m erchandise 
and 
raw 
m aterials th a t California 
cannot produce. 
Such a balance cannot be en ­ 
forced by tariffs, currency con­ 
trol and austerity, as it can be 
in an independent country. It 
m ust be done by vigorous exploi­ 
tatio n of w hat C alifornia has to 
sell. 


THE 
ALL-YEAR 
CLUB of 
Southern 
C alifornia 
has 
com ­ 
piled som e figures w hich show 
this problem yividly and which 
m ust 
be surprising to people 
elsew here who are unfam iliar 
w ith th e special nature of C ali­ 
fornia's economy. 
The 
largest 
source 
of 
new 
m oney flow ing into the State is 
the aircraft industry, w hich in 
1948 brought in nearly $500,000,­ 
000. 
N ext cam e tourist spending of 
more th an $450,000.000. 
Petroleum brought som ething 
m ore th an $400,000,000. 
M otion-picture production re­ 
garded In some quarters as C ali­ 
fo rn ia's chief industry, brought 
in $180.000,000—less th an half 
the incom e of the leaders. After 
th a t cam e w earing apparel, cit­ 
rus fru its and furniture. 
T ourist money, w hich ran k s so 
high, flow s w ith trem endous ra ­ 
pidity into alm ost every aspect 
of th e economy. M ost of it goes 
for food. After food come living 
accom m odations, 
gasoline, 
oil 
and au to service, clothing, pub­ 
lic utilities, th eater and other 
form s of recreation, drugs, pro­ 
fessional services and laundry 
and cleaning. 
As th e All-Year Club notes, all 
this 
is 
based 
on 
C alifornia’s 
g reatest resource, w hich is cli­ 
m ate. 


THE SIMILARITY b e t w e e n 
C alifornia’s problem s and those 
of an independent nation has 
often 
been 
noted. Sixty years 
ago, Jam es Bryce, in his “A m eri­ 
can C om m onw ealth,” said th a t 
of a ll our states, C alifornia had 
the g reatest likeness to an inde­ 
pendent nation. 
If Am erica had been settled 
as w as Europe, C alifornia m ight 
well have been a separate coun­ 
try w ith its own language, pet- 
haps w ith its established church, 
its dynasties, treaties and m ili­ 
tary force. 
The desert, w hich this reporter 
is 
now 
crossing 
eastw ard, 
is 
wider th a n any of the n atu ra l 
barriers w hich separate 
E uro­ 
pean civiliziations— the English 
C hannel, th e Pvenees or th e C ar­ 
p athians. The external m arkets 
for C alifornia’s goods are for the 
most 
p art 
nearly 
2000 
m iles 
away. 
The rem arkable th in g is th a t 
since th e beginning of the w ar 
C alifornia has absorbed an im ­ 
m ense population and is still 
finding em ploym ent for its m il­ 
lions. T hat is because it pro­ 
vides such an im m ense m arket

This w eek's home w as 
d e ­ 
signed 
for 
a 
fam ily 
desiring 
som ething a little unusual. As 
they described it, they w anted 
a place to come home to th a t 
w ould 
be 
different 
from 
the 
homes they were visiting every 
day. 
This fam ily loved the outdoors 
and sunny atm osphere, and yet 
w anted to enjoy the privacy of 
a home w hen indoors. They se ­ 
lected a plan that allow ed them 
to enter th e garage quickly from 
the front w ith direct access to 
the house through the laundry 
and utility area located in the 
rear of the garage. 
The g lass brick in the front 
allow s a large m ass area of light 
to enter w ithout violating th e 
privacy desired from this d irec­ 
tion. w hile the picture w indow s 
in the rear open out on la n d ­ 
scaped gardens enclosed w ith a 
patio w all thus producing 
an 
ideal outdoor play area. 


PERSONAL QUARTERS in th e 
left w ing of the home have a d e ­ 
quate closet space and are lo­ 
cated very conveniently to the 
front entrance and to the side 
entrance in the laundry area in 
the garage. The guest q u arters 
in the rig h t wing afford a very 
unique arrangem ent which lends 
itself to 
artistic appointm ents 
and decorations because of the 
varied w all treatm ent of g lass 
installation. 
The kitchen is on the opposite 


side of the house from the sleep­ 
ing quarters. The dining area

If furniture could be shielded 
from the trails of life, ail th at 
it w ould take would be regular 
care to m ake it progressively 
more beautiful. All th at should 
he necessary would be a daily 
dusting w ith a soft, lintless cloth 
or lam bs wool, a sim ple tre a t­ 
m ent w ith a little fine quality 
wax or polish a few lim es a 
year and furniture would rem ain 
beautiful. But. people w ill leave 
wet glasses on tables; wood will 
get scuffed; and dirt and grim e 
will be deposited on the pieces. 
There are several m ethods of 
removing those fam iliar w hite 
rings w ith common household 
ilems. A few drops of spirits of 
cam phor or rubbing alcohol on 


a dry clean cloth, rubbed lightly 
w ith the grain of the wood, will 
ordinarily do th e trick. If not, 
try one-fourth cup of household 
am m onia to 1 cup of w ater. 
But 
remember, that too vigorous ru b ­ 
bing m ay remove the finish also. 


To remove light scratches try 
a feather-light rubbing with a 
cloth moistenpd in furniture pol­ 
ish to which a sm all am ount of 
rubbing alcohol has been added. 
The alcohol w ill tend to soften 
the finish around the scratches 
and blend it into the scars. If

Im m ediately after d ry ­ 
ing apply a sm all am ount of 
w ax or polish to the furniture. 
Use as sm all an am ount as will 
cover th e surface, and ru b in 
well. 
And. rem em ber, the secret of a 
good polishing job is a little 
polish an d a lot of elbow grease.

Springs, assessed by the state 
board of equalization, took a 
sharp 
rise, 
along 
with 
other 
properties, in valuations accord­ 
ing to figures released at Sac­ 
ramento. 
The total figure for the Village 
for the 1949-50 year is $885,000. 
Although second city in the 
county in total assessed valua­ 
tion, Palm Springs is third in 
public utility totals, exceeded by 
totals in Riverside and Corona. 
Public utilities are assessed by 
the state board of equalization 
instead of the county assessor’s 
offices but taxes are collected by 
the county. 
In Riverside county, tangible 
property assessed by the state 
hoard of equalization is valued 
this year at $28,787,150, marking 
an Increase of $4,793,860, almost
